The quick tri looks like its seagull namesake 
gliding across the water and has a wingspan, hull to hull, 
of about sixteen paces like the bird named 'Roc' by Marco 
Polo. She started 24-hours after the monohulls and passed 
them one day later in the Gulf Stream. Heartsease Laurus 
Roc finished off St David's Lighthouse in Bermuda an 
estimated 1 2-hour s ahead of the next finisher. 

Once the race committee calculates the official 
elapse time, their performance will set a new benchmark 
for multihulls in this 645-mile biennial race. With the light 
air experienced in the bottom half of this year's race the 
mark should be a good target in the future. 

As the full moon set over the headland of 
Bermuda's south shore and the dawn was just rising. 
Heartsease Laurus Roc ghosted across the finish in a 3-5knt 
southwesterly breeze. She was making 6 knots and was 
able to round the shoal marks on the approach to Ber- 
muda and squeeze up and use her momentum to cross 
the line without tacking for the finish. 

The finish line volunteers in the lighthouse then 
welcomed them to Bermuda and advised them to stand 
by for refreshments from Royal Hamilton Amateur 
Dinghy Club Commodore Donald Jolliffe. The response 
from Heartsease Laurus Roc was "That would be most 
appreciated. Do you have any ice?" 

As the line boat with Commodore Jolliffe aboard 
approached, he welcomed them formally to Bermuda.

When asked how the trip was, navigator Ian Martin said, 
"It was exceptional/' 

"We had a hard-fought three-hour beat out of 
Buzzards Bay," said Captain Svensson. "We had hoped to 
complete the race in about 55 to 60 hours. We made up the 
slow start covering 364 miles in the 24 hours after 5:00 pm 
Saturday. In the eddy below the Gulf Stream, we had 20- 
knot winds and 12- to 20-foot seas. After we passed the 
weather trough below the Gulf Stream, we went in circles, 
dodged clouds looking for wind and tacked back and 
forth until we worked our way down to the breeze. We 
did 10 to 12 knots until we turned from the breaker marks 
toward the finish."

event and when asked if he would return in 2007, he said: 
"We would like to go again/' 

Yachts racing in the 15th biennial Marion to 
Bermuda Cruising Yacht left at 12:30 pm after the first 
horn sounded to start the sequence for the start of Class E, 
the slowest in the race in Marion's Sippican Harbor. 
About an hour and fifteen minutes later Class A, the 
fastest, got their starting signal. Under sparkling sun- 
shine, winds on Buzzards Bay at the start were about 20 
knots building to 30 knots for the final start of the day. 

Sixty-seven of sixty-eight registered yachts started 
the race and one, Mark Stevens' Kiva, returned to the 
harbor after loosing most of his battens in the pre-start.

They are starting a day later than the single 
hulled yachts because they are faster. Organizers expected 
them to finish about the same time as the faster boats on 
the Friday start. Also new for 2005 is the Commodore 
Faith Paulsen Trophy for the top all-women crew. 

Thirteen of Friday's starters will only be using 
celestial navigation to find the small islands of Bermuda 
645 miles out in the Atlantic. The remaining fifty-five will 
use GPS systems to navigate the course. The Marion to 
Bermuda Cruising Yacht Race originally required all boats 
to use celestial navigation, but yielded to modern elec- 
tronics in 1997.

lights is estimated at $20,000 which the town would have 
to fund. She has spoken to both Police Chief Mary Lyons 
and Selectman Andrews who agree with the need, but the 
funds must be appropriated at a Town Meeting. 

Following this the Selectmen discussed several 
matters. Chairman Lombard announced the celebration of 
retirement to be held at 12:30 pm on Thursday at which 
time Certificates of Appreciation from the Board of 
Selectmen will be presented to Lynn Haugen for 36 years 
of service and Yolanda Lisco for 18 years of service. Then 
Selectman Colly er announced that he will attend a 
combined seminar with the MDC. 

Selectman Lombard then discussed the desire of 
the Board of Selectmen to clarify and expedite the budget 
process for the benefit of residents so that they might have 
the information necessary to vote at the Annual Town 
Meeting. For this purpose, he outlined an almost weekly 
schedule beginning October 20 with specific goals for 
each deadline. For example, all capital requests must be 
submitted to the Town Administrator by October 28 so 
that the information can be forwarded to the appropriate 
committees. 

By January 30 the Board of Selectmen will submit 
their budget, and Finance Committee (FinCom) will 
receive it by February 6. A schedule of this type will be 
carried out until the beginning of April when the Select- 
men review and sign the warrant. A motion was made to 
adopt the schedule as policy and was approved unani- 
mously.

"Obviously, you know health insurance costs go 
up 15 percent every year and it's a huge financial strain 
on the town/' Selectman Nunes said. 

"Risk claims fluctuate, so you don't want to be 
totally self -funded," Mr. Byrne cautioned when asked if it 
was worth the town establishing their own insurance 
group. "Fluctuation is something that's a real concern for 
smaller groups. We put it out to bid to everyone. We're 
going to find out who's taking the risks ... and get the best 
deal for the town." 

At 7:28 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz came in to discuss the status of the 
Ashworth property which is about to be removed from a 
Chapter 61 A restriction and on which the town has been 
offered the right of first refusal to buy and develop. 

"On the Ashworth property, they are looking to 
do a Community Land Trust," Mr. Kunz said, adding that 
he talked to members of the Rochester Land Trust about 
possible purchase options.

Knight Watch

Batman Begins. Starring Christian Bale and 
Michael Caine. Directed by Christopher Nolan. 
Running time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Pre-sold to skeptical fans and non-fans alike as a more 
"serious" take on a vigilante who dresses up as a bat, 
Batman Begins — presumably the start of a trilogy in which 
Batman Continues and Batman Concludes will follow — kicks 
off promisingly enough. Bruce Wayne (Christian Bale), 
the billionaire orphan whose parents were gunned 
down by a mugger, has gotten himself tossed into a 
squalid Chinese jail, where he takes his rage out on 
his fellow prisoners. A mysterious figure named Ducard (Liam Neeson, who 
seems to have resigned himself to playing mentors for the rest of his career) 
springs Bruce from prison and indoctrinates him into a secret order known 
as the League of Shadows. It's here that Bruce learns not only combat but the 
quality of mercy: Killing criminals, he reasons, makes us no better than them. 
So Bruce returns to the vice-ridden streets of Gotham, taking a bat — bats 
frightened him as a boy — as his power animal. He becomes Batman, scourge 
of the criminal element. 

Some of this may sound familiar (the murdered parents), some not 
(everything else). Batman Begins strains mightily, at least for its first two- 
thirds, to be a Batman movie for people who don't like Batman movies. 
(Considering the awfulness of the previous two. Batman Forever and Batman 
and Robin, it's fair to say Batman lost a lot of the cred he built up in Tim 
Burton's two Bat-entries and in Frank Miller's groundbreaking comics.) 
Director Christopher Nolan, who wrote the script with Blade scripter David 
S. Coyer, lays a halfway plausible framework for Batman's expertise, his 
mission, and even his gadgets: Lucius Fox (Morgan Freeman), a sort of Q to 
Bruce's James Bond, supplies him with body armor, grappling hooks, and a 
bitchin' new Batmobile. "Where does he get those wonderful toys?" asked 
Jack Nicholson's Joker in Burton's 1989 Batman; well, now we know. 

The movie takes such time and care to set up Bruce /Batman that it's a 
bit of a bummer when it launches into summer-movie overdrive. We're given 
two villains — mobster Carmine Falcone (Tom Wilkinson) and shady psy- 
chiatrist Jonathan Crane (Cillian Murphy) — who turn out to be mere pawns 
in an overall scheme that makes very little sense. Also, the murder of Bruce's 
parents is tied into said scheme, a large mistake: The whole point of Bruce's 
trauma is that his parents were gunned down randomly, because they were in 
the wrong alley at the wrong time, and Batman is born out of the need to 




protect others from becoming random statistics. I grow weary of movies that 
feel compelled to tie everything together in a neat little bow (even Burton's 
1989 film did it, with the Joker turning out to be the one who killed Bruce's 
parents, but at least there it was used as part of the film's Joker-created- 
Batman, Batman-created-Joker symmetry). 

Along about the second hour. Batman Begins abandons whatever grim 
realism it has constructed, collapsing into scenes of chaos in which Batman 
is more like damage control than like the world's greatest detective he's 
supposed to be. Gary Oldman, as clean cop James Gordon, is underused; so 
is Katie Holmes as Bruce's love interest, but I didn't mind that, since Holmes 
hasn't progressed much as an actress beyond Dawson s Creek. Nolan, whose 
thrillers Memento and Insomnia were justifiably acclaimed, seems at sea here. 
Unlike Burton, who brought a Gothic-carnival sensibility to his Batman films, 
and even Joel Schumacher, whose neon-campy reworking of Batman was 
ludicrous but at least his own, Nolan brings no particular vision to Batman 
Begins. The style is best described as portentous nonstyle: glum, drab, bland. 
And Nolan sure isn't an action director. The first scenes of Batman on the 
prowl go by in a blur, which makes sense because we're experiencing him the 
way his terrified, disoriented criminal victims do. But later on, when there's 
no longer any reason for it, the fight scenes are still shot far too close in and 
edited so sloppily we have no idea what's happening. 

The casting of Christian Bale, so memorably and hilariously twisted in 
American Psycho, as perhaps the most psychologically dodgy comic-book 
hero in history promises more than you get. Bale's best moments here, when 
Bruce playacts as a drunken playboy to throw off suspicion, recall his work 
as Patrick Bateman, but elsewhere we need to feel that Bruce is driven and a 
little crazy, and we don't. This Bruce seems like more of a put-out frat boy 
than an obsessed loner trying to impose sense on a senseless city. And in the 
Bat-suit, he's pretty much interchangeable with everyone else who's worn it, 
with the addition of a meant-to-be-spooky Bat-voice. Both this film and the 
1989 film have the caped crusader deliver the same pivotal line. Michael 
Keaton said "I'm Batman," but managed to invest it with a trace of self- 
mocking wit, enjoying striking fear in his prey: "Yeah, I'm Batman, that's 
me," he seemed to be saying; "pretty cool, huh?" Bale grunts "I'm Batman!" 
and punctuates it with a head-butt. As soon as I saw that, I knew that this 
might be the Batman movie Roger Ebert was waiting for (as he wrote), but it's 
not the one J was waiting for.

If cult movies like The Evil Dead, Army of Darkness, or 
Bubba Ho-Tep mean nothing to you ... or if youVe never 
found yourself pausing the incessant clicking of the re- 
mote control to watch classic shows like The Adventures of 
Brisco County Jr. or Xena: Warrior Princess, then the name 
"Bruce Campbell'' probably doesn't ring any bells, either, 
ril even give you the benefit of the doubt and assume you 
didn't catch his quick roles in the blockbuster Spider-Man 
movies (directed by his longtime collaborator and friend, 
Sam Raimi). 

If all else fails and the self -proclaimed "Shemp" peer- 
ing at The Wanderer on the right doesn't at least make you 
think you've seen that mug somewhere before, then you 
can't stop reading right now and move on to the classifieds 
in the back. 

But the rest of you who do know and appreciate the 
self-depricating, dry and campy humor of venerable char- 
acter actor and horror/fantasy/action icon Bruce 
Campbell, allow me to welcome you into the den of thieves 
to relish the work of a man mostly known as "Ash," the 
frequently-put-upon hero of Sam Raimi's cult-classic Evil 
Dead trilogy. 

See Ash, er, Bruce was in Boston this past week to pro- 
mote his newly-published Make Love The Bruce Campbell 
Way, a riotous "fictional" account of his debut as an A-list 
actor in a big-budget film directed by Mike Nichols and 
co-starring none other than Richard Gere and Renee 
Zellweger. If you need to ask whether this premise is at all 
true, never mind plausible, then you obviously haven't 
read Campbell's previously published autobiography. If 
Chins Could Kill, an equally-amusing "memoir" that re- 
minds me of another great fictional autobiography. Chuck 
Barris' masterful Confessions of a Dangerous Mind. 

Bruce also made an in-person appearance at the 
Coolidge Theater in Brookline this week to hawk his fea- 
ture directorial debut. The Man With the Screaming Brain, 
another typical tongue-in-cheek Bruce Campbell film star- 
ring Bruce Campbell as the usual Bruce Campbell hero. 

I remember the first time I saw the original Evil Dead 
on a drive-in double-bill with George A. Romero's Dawn 
of the Dead. Watching Bruce take his lumps from a band of 
nasty demons haunting the woods outside his retreat cabin 
was something akin to a right of passage for me. Here was 
a horror hero who not only fought back, but did so with 
wit and humor unlike few I had seen before. 



The thing about Bruce Campbell for me is he's the 
quintessential everyman ... well, more like the quintessen- 
tial every-Stooge, as in Moe, Larry and Curly (although I'm 
sure he'd prefer "Shemp.") There are few actors working 
today, be they A-list, B-list or C-list, who are as adept and 
talented with physical, all-out slapstick comedy as Bruce 
Campbell. It's ironic then that he really made a name for 
himself in horror films ... beginning with the aforemen- 
tioned Evil Dead, Evil Dead IT. Dead by Dawn, and the clas- 
sic Army of Darkness. 

Bruce displayed more than an ample amount of his 
expected slapstick schtick and one-liners in an exclusive 
Q&A session with throngs of his fans who lined up first to 
buy signed copies of Make Love the Bruce Campbell Way and 
then to watch a screening of The Man With the Screaming 
Brain. The former is a great, laugh-out-loud read with 
plenty of amusing illustrations and photos for those who 
tend to nod off during long passages of text. The latter, 
although certainly not in the running for any awards and 
surely not a shining star in the copious Bruce Campbell 
canon, is still what you'd expect: campy junk at its finest. 
(And I mean "junk" as a compliment.) 

It was fun to meet and greet Bruce in person, if only to 
bask in that wise-ass sense of humor and witness his sly 
smirk without being filtered through movie makeup or 
tweaked in post-production. To some he's obviously larger 
than life but to me he's just an ordinary, average guy, to 
paraphrase Joe Walsh. 

And any guy who can deliver phrases like "Groovy!" 
and "Give me some sugar, baby!" and make them seem 
cool will always be aces in my book.
